Labor in Dispute 


MANCHESTER, 
Eng., 
June 
8.— 
Thirteen nations were represented at 
the opening session today in the Cen­ 
tral Public Library of Blackpool of 
the ninth congress of the Internation­ 
al Federation of Textile Workers’ As­ 
sociations, 
Among the various im­ 
portant subjects for discussion the 
liveliest interest probably will be cen­ 
tered in the question of whether the 
Industrial Workers of the World are 
eligible to affiliation with the Interna­ 
tional Federation in the same way as 
the American Federation of Labor 
Some of the more conservative unions 
are strongly opposed to admitting the 
I. W. W. on account of its avowed 
policy of Syndicalism. 
There is also 
sharp division of opinion on the ques­ 
tion of raising the legal school age of 
children. 
On the Continent most of 
the unions aim qj, restricting child 
labor, instead of defending it, as is 
done by the cotton workers’ organiza­ 
tions in Great Britain. 
The congress 
is 
expected 
to 
protest 
vigorously 
against the excessive and continually! 
increasing expenditure for arm am ents; 
and to declare for international arbi­ 
tration. During the latter part of the 
week the delegates will make a first-1 
hand study of the methods of the Co­ 
operative Wholesale Society 
of 
this 
city. The congress, which is the first 
to be held in England since the 
in­ 
auguration of the federation twenty 
years ago at Manchester, will close on

toilers in the 
ranks of industry. 
Our government 
,has made an admirable beginning in 
this work. There are in our country, 
scattered throughout the states, busy 
with their work, 122,Olin men enlisted 
in the National Guard, 
trained 
and 
with full equipment 
near 
at. hand. 
Nor have we deemed it just to obli­ 
gate them to render service outside 
of their own state unless they were 
in sympathy with the cause, 
hence 
their voluntary enlistment in the na­ 
tional service is necessary for duty 
away from home. 
Similar 
to these 
are the boys receiving military train 
ing in high schools and 
colleges or 
universities, 
from 
officers 
of 
the 
United States Army. 
But 
I believe 
this work should be extended. 
Pos­ 
sibly it should be required for a brief 
term of every citizen. It should come 
early in his life; it should be arrang­ 
ed so that he need not leave home; 
he should be paid for his 
time.

’would avoid, in the event of war, the 
holding of vast numbers of men as 
reserves in training 
to
